Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

I) Specification Embodiment of a chip package with a chip with a bottom surface with a 
bump and a mark (FIG. 33) claims 26-32. 

. II) Specification Embodiment of a chip having a top surface with a mark and a bottom 
surface with pads (FIG. 31) claims 33-37. 

III) Specification Embodiment of a chip package with a wire bonded wire and 
corresponding protecting structure (FIG. 38) claims 38-43. 

IV) Specification Embodiment of a chip package with multiple bumps between the chip 
and substrate and the corresponding protecting structure (FIG. 37), claims 44-49). 

V) Specification Embodiment of a device with a chip having a top surface with a mark 
and corresponding protecting structure (FIG. 32) claims 50-52. 

The species are independent or distinct because they are not obvious variants and have a 
materially different design/operation. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.
